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Frank Nelson Wilcox was born in Cleveland in 1887. He was graduated 
from the Cleveland School of Art in 1910 and then studied in Paris. 

As a watercolorist and graphic artist, he was an active and important 
participant in the Cleveland art scene. Wilcox was on the faculty of 
the Cleveland Institute of Art from 1913 to 1957. He was a member of 
the American Watercolor Society, New York; Watercolor Club, Philadelphia; 
and member and past president of the Cleveland Society of Artists. Wilcox 
was quite a student of Ohio history. He wrote and illustrated Ohio 
Indian Trails, published in 1933 and also Life on The Early Ohio Canals , 
published in 1964. His work was exhibited in more than thirty-five May 
Shows, consistently winning prizes. In 1949 he published Weather Wisdom , 
a limited edition of twenty-four color screenprints. Wilcox died 
April 17, 1964, six years after his retirement from the Institute of Art. 








WILCOX, FRANK NELSON 


Born in Cleveland in 1887, Mr. Wilcox studied at the Cleveland Institute 
of Art and in Europe. Mr. Wilcox exhibited at the Spring Salon in Paris 
in 1911. His work is included in the collections of the Brooklyn, Cleve¬ 
land, and Tolecio Museums and in private collections. He has received 
awards from the Cleveland Museam of Art, He is now retired.
